The fM-oposed budget expenditures 
for the 1976-77 fiscal year are set at 
$5,553,841, an increase of almost $1.5 
m illion over the cu rren t y e a r’s 
unadjusted figure of $4,116,051. 
However, at the same 9 a m. Monday 
meeting, commissioners are expected 
to approve a 52-cent tax cut for county 
residents. 
According to County Judge Nathan 
E. White Jr. of Plano, the substantial 
tax cut—and corresponding budget

“ While the revaluation is the prime 
factor in making such a tax cut 
possible, I also want to point out that 
the Commissioners Court is using tax 
funds more efficiently,” Judge White 
commented “This, too, is resulting in 


an overall savings for county tax­

$1.35 per $100 assessed valuation, 
based on a 30-percent assessed ratio

Debate on the operation of the Tax 
Office will continue Monday at 7:30 
during the regularly scheduled 
meeting of the City Council. 
Councilmen will consider several 
recommendations from the School 
Board designed to smooth the joint 
operation. Trustees have asked that 
the assessment ratio be increased 
from 70 to 85 percent in the 1977-78 tax 
year to ease district financial stress. 
The board has also asked for an 
im m ediate 
reevaluation 
of

property to be concluded for the 1978- 
79 tax year. Reevaluations would also 
be performed for each subsequent 
third tax roll, under the trustee 
recommendations. 
Board 
m em bers 
have 
also 
requested Tax Assessor-Collector Don 
Refton to ap pear before them 
regularly to keep the district informed 
of office activities and Refton in­ 
formed about financial requirements 
of the district. 
In tax related m atters, Refton will 
present the council with the 1976 Tax 
Roll and an ordinance requiring the 
payment of taxes or other debts on a 
piece of property before any an­ 
nexation, zoning or platting is ap­ 
proved will be considered. 
Also on the agenda is a new garbage 
rate ordinance which will increase 
monthly fees from $2.75 to $3.50 for 
single family residences. Duplexes 
and trailer units will also be charged 
at the $3.50 rate while apartm ents 
using plastic bags in one location will 
be charged $2.a5 per unit.

Fire Report 


Is Favorable 


For August 


Only one dwelling was involved in a 
fire during August, according to a 
report released by Fire Marshal Bill 
Threet. 
Two other structures were burned, 
however. Firefighters responded to 
145 fire calls in August, 140 of them 
within the city limits 
Two were 
county calls while three were mutual 
aid calls. 
Threet said the department also 
extinguished 26 grass fires, 25 trash 
fires, 14 auto fires and answered one 
false alarm. The firefighters also 
responded 
to two 
bomb 
threats, 
checked seven gas leaks, washed 
away three gasoline leakages, made 
two smoke investigations and ren­ 
dered 57 miscellaneous services 
Electrical appliances were cited as 
the most frequent cause of blazes 
reported with five. Threet listed other 
causes as electrical wiring, three; 
grease, two; heaters-furnaces, two; 
careless sm oking-m atches, one; 
incendiary, one; 
and spontaneous 
combustion, one. 
Two persons were injured during 
fires and property valued at $96,000 
was damaged, Threet said. He added 
that $5,061 in insurance losses have 
been paid with property valued at 
$8,000 classified as an uninsured loss. 
The fire marshal said he made 61 
inflections and investigated 64 fires. 
One arrest was made. 
The department also made 92 
ambulance runs, all but six inside the 
city limits

During Past Month 
Plano Crime Up 16%

Crime climbed in all categories but 
one this past month. 
A monthly report to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation indicates that 
16 percent m ore offenses were 
committed in August than in July. 
Robbery was the lone category to 
show a decline. One robbery was 
reported in July, but none occurred in 
August, according to police 
Assault showed the 
largest in­ 
c re a se -1 1 2 p ercen t—from eight 
cases in July to 17 instances in August 
The most prevalent offense, however, 
rem ained theft with 156 reported, up 
12 percent from July. 
FBI figures indicate that nine auto 
thefts and 54 burglaries were also 
committed during the past month with 
increases of 50 percent and IO percent 
respectively 
Police said they cleared about 13 
percent of all August offenses by 
arrest. Assault was the most easily 
solved crime with arrests made in 
about 53 percent (nine) of the cases 
Also cleared were 44 percent of the 
auto thefts, 38 percent of the thefts 
and 22 percent of the burglaries, the 
report said About 87 percent of the 
burglaries occurred in residences and 
no force was needed in 53 percent of 
the cases. 
Most of the burglaries (28) were 
committed at an 
unknown time, 
although 38 percent (21) happened 
during the night, police re p o rt^ 
Property valued at $31,672 was 
stolen in the reported 156 thefts, ac­ 
cording to police About 37 percent of 
the thefts (58) were of motor vehicle 
parts and accessories. 
(Xher theft categories include: from 
buildings, 21; from motor vehicles, 
18; bicycles, 17; 
coin operated 
machines, seven; shoplifting, six; and 
miscellaneous, 29. 
Burglars made away with property 
valued at $25,417 while stolen motor 
vehicles were valued at $15,600 for a 
toUl “take’’ of $72,689 
About 30 
percent of that amount ($22,097) was 
recovered.

When naming the various strains 
of flu the wheels usually give the 
location where the new strain was 
first discovered the dubious honor 
of carrying its name down through 
the ages. For an example, a Hong 
Kong means the flu 
is type A and 
the 
strain 
is 
Hongkong. 
So 
in 
keeping 
with 
the 
educational 
aspects of this endeavor, the next 
time someone starts talking about 
the swine flu you can say "Oh, you 
mean the A New Jersey 76 type of 
flu". 
That 
ought 
to 
raise 
an 
eyebrow or two. 
The scientist can not say for sure 
that a new worldwide epidemic is 
just around the corner, but every 
time 
there 
has 
been 
a 
major 
change in the influenza virus a 
major epidemic has followed. This 
is one reason why they want to 
vaccinate everyone in the whole 
U.S. of A. 
Let me get one question out of the 
way right off. No, you will not get 
the flu from eating too much bacon. 
Some more questions I have been 
asked is about the effectiveness of 
the flu shot, and near as I can find 
out it works in about 70 to 90 per­ 
cent of the time. 'Course, those who 
take the shot and still come down 
with the flu say it is no good, and 
those who don't catch the flu say 
"Well, I wouldn't have gotten It 
anyw ay". 
Another thing that I have heard is 
that the way the vaccine works is 
by giving a person a mild case of 
the 
flu, 
which 
isn't 
true. 
The 
vaccine is made with killed virus 
and you can't catch the flu from a 
bunch of dead bugs. 
However a few people will run a 
slight fever and in general feel like 
they have been worked over with a 
baseball bat. Sometimes the sight 
of the vaccination will become red 
and sore, but that is about as far as 
reactions are concerned. 
There is one definite caution, and 
that is that people who are highly 
allergic to eggs should not take the 
shot. 
M y 
personal 
hope 
is 
that 
everyone who can will take the 
vaccination. 
Not 
only 
will 
this 
alleviate a potentually dangerous 
situation, 
but 
I 
figure 
that 
if 
everyone else has taken the shot I 
won't need to.

National Commission on 
Regulatory Reform 
The Commission’s func­ 
tion, according to Collins, 
would 
be 
to 
determine 
whether regulatory agencies 
have unnecessarily reduced 
productivity or competition 
in business and then to ad­ 
vise Congress as to any 
corrective m easures that 
should be taken 
C ongressm an 
C ollins 
addressed his remarks to the 
twin problems 
of over­ 
regulation and paperwork 
that are growing greater 
every year 
“Bureaucracy, 
red tape 
and an endless stream of 
forms are choking small 
business in this country,” he 
declared 
“Nine out of ten million 
American businesses are 
small; they account for on* 
third of the GJ^P, 48 percent 
of 
the 
gross 
business 
product, and employ 55 
percent of the business labor 
force,” he continued “EPA 
has estimated that 
12,560 
jobs were lost as a result of 
environmental 
regulations 
alone from 
1971 
to 1975 
Multiply this figure by the 
hundreds 
of 
other 
regulations ” 
C ongressm an 
C ollins 
stated that over one-half of 
the mail he receives from his 
con stitu en ts 
concerns 
problems 
caused 
by 
government redtape 
“ It is unbelievable what 
people are putting up with," 
said Collins 
"One of my 
constituents sent me a stack 
of forms one inch 
thick 
which he said was the result 
of a complaint lodged by one
